TIDE LANDS DEG 
GIVEN NEW INTERPRETATION 


iN 1S 


A new twist was -given to the 
sweeping ‘tide ‘lands decision ren- 


was pointed out. yesterday that the 
ruling could probably be construed 


to cover,-many acres of extremely 
valuable land along the banks of 
the San Francisco channel, between 
Third and Seventh etreet, and wa- 
terfront land in San Francisco. 

The decision is so involved that 
attorneys are not agreed on: all its 
doctrines, but the general principle 
iit enunciates is that the tide lands 
belong to the people in their -sov- 
ereign capacity and cannot be dis- 
posed of by the legislature or other 
official bodies unless abandoned by 


| the state. 


Abandonment, under the decision, 
is construed as meaning that the 
state, either by the granting of pat- 
ents or otherwise, disposes of its 
titles to tide lands lying behind 
erected sea-walls. 

, Where. mo sea-walls have been 
erected it is generally understood 
‘that the state can under the deci- 
‘sion claim possession of al! tide} 
jlands in the interest of commerce, 
| navigation or fisheries, even where 
piers or other property has been 
erected upon them by the claimants. 

If this aspect of the effect of the
